GENERAL REMARKS. 


We have endeavored to secure the highest possible stand- 
ard of educational attainments with the money that the dis_ 
trict has raised. 

We have made a few repairs and more are needed. 

No changes in the text books have been made, but as 
scholars have advanced, new books have been furnished them 
that progression may go on. 
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A set of Good Citizenship charts have been supplied each 
school. 

They consist of laws for governing the Towns, Counties: 
States, and the United States. 

These, in connection with the Geographical charts furnished 
a year ago, which consist of reading, writing, drawing, arith- 
metic, grammar, geography, U. S. history, physiology, and 
civil government are a great benefit, not only to the small 
children but also to those more advanced. 

Here you can see the advantage derived from free text- 
books. 

You cannot expect all children to be equal in scholarship. 

One scholar may excel in one branch and _ be below the ay- 
erage in another. It is not alwaysthe case that a child whois 
not progressive in his studies while young, will not be an aver- 
age scholar when older. 

Children do not all mature at the same age, but you can 
encourage the backward: by giving them assistance, teach 
them to be prompt and regular, not absent nor tardy. 

Without discipline the school can be nothing except a fail- 


ure. 
Perfection in a teacher is not to be expected in our schools 


more than elsewhere, and it is not always the fault of the 
teacher when entire satisfaction has not been given. 

We find upon the registers that a good number of visits 
have been made by the ladies but we were surprised that 
there were only nine gentlemen of the District that were inter- 
ested (including your humble committees) out of 164. We 
think that the ladies in the district will agree with us, as they 
visit the schools and are witnesses, that should the fathers 
visit with the mothers, less fault would be found with the 
teachers. 

Fathers and Guardians, visit the schools and do not be too 
much biased by the likes and dislikes of the pupils. 

Children should be taught ac home to attend school regu- 
larly from principle and submit to the judgment of others for

the selection and qualification of the teachers. 
The number of instances of absence were 47, and of tardi- 
ness were 185. 
Now the parents are in a great measure at fault for the 
children being late. 
Will you not try and overcome this in the coming year?
